dem onstration xvere the m ost elaborate 
ever held in the state. 
Promptly at 
3 
o’clock Gov. M cK inley began his ad­ 
dress. 
He said that the latest national dem­ 
ocratic platform w as a bolder recogni­ 
tion of free trade than an y of its pre­ 
decessors. He proceeded to analyze the 
platform, com paring it w ith the draft 
of the platform as origin ally presented 
to the national convention. 
T he first 
draft of the platform , said the gov­ 
ernor, stated m any of th e republican 
protective principles as th e foundation 
of 
successful 
governm ent, 
but as 
adopted by the convention it, in effect, 
declared that dem ocrats of th e nation 
would take no care of any dom estic in­ 
dustry; that they proposed to abandon 
tiie policy of raising revenue from cus­ 
toms a ml rely solely upon direct taxa­ 
tion for tlie revenue needs of th e gov­ 
ernment; that they w ill n ot be regard­ 
ful of labor em ployed and cap ital in ­ 
vested in the great industries of th e 
coiHilry, and that all of A m erica’s vast 
industries must be sacrificed w ith ou t 
quartm- to the dem ands of tariff reform, 
Mr. M cKinley then proceeded to at ­ 
tack that portion of the p latform w h ich 
declares that protection is u n con stitu ­ 
tional. 
'Fhe con stitu tion ality of pro- 
ttx’tive tariff's, he said, had n ot been at ­ 
tacked for more than a hundred years. 
The second act passed by con gress d e­ 
clared tariffs to be for the support of 
the g'Hvcrrnnent and for the encourage­ 
ment and protection of m anufacturer If 
the protective policy w as in violation of 
any constitution it w as not th at of th e 
United States. 
It w as in violation of 
the constitution

“ But." said the speaker, “ hap ­ 
pily for us. we do not recognize th at in­ 
strum ent and are not operatin g under 
i t ” 
Gov. McKinley, con tin u in g to d efen d 
republican policy, affirmed th at protec­ 
tion in the last three y ears had raised 
the w ages of laborers and cheapened 
t he ]iricos of the necessaries of life to th e 
eonsnmers, refuting statem en ts m ade 
by ex-President Cleveland in his N ew 
York speech of acceptance. Imports, he 
declared, also had decreased, w h ile ex­ 
ports liad increased,leaving an enorm ous
